Councillor faces wrap over water throwing 


A PARISH councillor threw water over 
an architect at a meeting that 
approved plans to build a four- 
bedroom house overlooking his home. 

Seventy-two-year-old Graham Howard 
is now facing a demand from his council 
chairman to explain his actions. 

Mr Howard, a member of the parish 
council at Hartlebury tipped water from a 
plastic bottle over Martin Timmins, archi¬ 
tect of the plans for the new house, in the 
Wychavon District Council chamber at Per- 
shore. 

The incident happened after the plan¬ 
ning committee had approved plans to 
build a large house in a conservation area, 


in a field behind his cottage in Inn Lane, 
Hartlebury. 

Hartlebury Parish Council chairman 
Jenny Jones said: “I will be asking Mr 
Howard to explain himself to me and to the 
rest of the council. 

“He was not at the meeting as a council¬ 
lor but as a member of the public, although 
our parish council had objected.” 

Tipped 

Councillor Howard, retired director of a 
Birmingham toolmaking company, said: 
“The reason why I tipped a small quantity 
of water was solely down to my frustration 
at the planning process, which I believe is 


totally flawed. Councillors were informed 
that more than 50 letters of objection had 
been submitted, together with an 80-signa- 
ture petition and letters of objection by 
Hartlebury Parish Council. 

“Councillors seemingly paid no attention 
to this mass of public opinion against this 
development. 

“I consider this to be a crime against 
democracy.” 

Martin Timmins, the architect, of Tye 
Gardens, Hagley, who was at the meeting 
to represent the developer, Roger Hughes, 
of Newfield Homes, also based in Hagley, 
said he would not be taking any action 
against Mr Howard.

C AMPAIGNERS fighting for disabled parking charges 
to be dropped at Kidderminster Hospital have hit out 
at health chiefs labelling the move as “pure greed”. 
Members of Disability Action Wyre Forest claim the new plans take 
advantage of regular patients who will end up “churning out money like 
a cash machine”. 

Blue badge holders can currently park in spaces near to the entrance of the 
hospital for free. But under controversial plans unveiled last Friday (Septem¬ 


ber 23) free parking for disabled patier 

Bosses say the spaces will remain but 
drivers will have to pay the same price as 
everyone else that uses the car park. 

The cheapest parking ticket — for two 
hours - costs £3, rising to £4.50 for four 
hours. 

Mark Lawley, chairman of the campaign 
group, said: “We are totally against this. 

“Parking should be kept free at hospitals 
for blue badge holders, as 60 per cent of dis¬ 
abled people are over 60 and they are going 
to be visiting the hospital more regularly 
and the cost will soon build up. 

“We really feel they are using disabled 
patients as a means to get more cash 
without thinking of the financial conse¬ 
quences it will have upon them. 

Point 

“They shouldn’t be using their patients in 
this way and we will not back down until 
they do.” 

The action group have vowed to step up 
their campaign and plan to visit the hospi¬ 
tal car park, write a letter to the hospital’s 
chief executive as well as approaching local 
organisations to back their fight. 

“We want to make our point clear that 
this move will cause more harm than good,” 
he said 

“Of course we understand cut backs are 
being made but this shouldn’t be to the 
detriment of those who rely on the hospi¬ 
tal’s services on what could be a weekly or 
even daily basis. 

“We need to make the hospital see sense.”

Charges will also be introduced at Red- 
ditch’s Alexandra Hospital and Worcester¬ 
shire Royal, Worcester, as part of the plans, 
which are set to be given the final go-ahead 
later this year. 

The trust, which has not yet set a date for 
the charges to be enforced, argues that 
money raised from parking, which already 
brings in more than £1 million a year, goes 
towards providing frontline services. 

A spokesperson for Worcestershire Acute 
Hospitals NHS Trust said: “In line with 
many other hospitals, the trust is planning 
to implement a consistent approach to car 
parking charges for all of our patients, 
including blue badge holders. 

“This will ensure we can continue to 
cover the cost of providing car parking 
infrastructure in as fair a way as possible, 
as well as ensuring that any surplus income 
we receive will help to support front line 
care, at a time of great financial pressure 
for our hospitals. 

“Clearly, blue badge holders will continue 
to have prioritised car parking access and 
concessions are available for all patients 
and visitors who attend on a frequent 
basis.” 

The action group’s next meeting will be 
held on Monday October 24, from 1.30pm, 
at Connect Wyre forest, in Blackwell Street.

MORE than half of the locations 
earmarked in controversial plans 
for new gypsy sites across Wyre 
Forest have been scrapped. 

Around 200 protesters flocked to a 
meeting of Wyre Forest District 
Council’s cabinet, last Tuesday (Sep¬ 
tember 20), where eight of the 15 sites 
were dropped. 

Residents, including one family from 
Wolverley, whose garden had been 
selected as one of the potential plots, 
welcomed the news. 

The land in Fairfield Lane belongs to 
the family of the late councillor John 
Wardle, who died three years ago, at the 
age of 86. 

His 88-year-old widow Margaret still 
lives at the house with the support of 
her three daughters. 

Mrs Wardle’s daughter, Madeline 
Cresswell, said before the decision was 
announced they were “incensed” to find 
their land was being considered for a 
total of up to 12 pitches. 

Other sites to be rejected include 
plots in Bewdley, Blakedown, Clow 
Tops, Cookley, Wilden, Stone and Kid¬ 
derminster following a number of 
reasons including poor access and their 
location on green belt land. The

The farm, previously managed by his 
father and mother for many years, has 
three businesses operating from the 
land, off St John’s Road, including a 
stables and physiotherapy clinic run by 
his wife Leander. 

In a report compiled by planning con¬ 
sultants Baker Associates, the site is 
described as “redundant farm and 
land”. Mr Barnes employs three staff at 
the 17-acre farm which is home to 
equine businesses. 

“If the farm does go then it is our 
livelihoods, our home and our employ¬ 
ees’jobs which go as well,” he said. 

“The farm was incorrectly titled 
within this report and people may be 
led to believe there was no business 
operating at this site during the consul¬ 
tation which isn’t the case. 

“I have no issue with gypsies and 
travellers as I have known them all my 
life and even employed them in the 
past.” 

Council leader, Councillor John 
Campion, said he had been made aware 
of the issue. “The council is aware it is 
an operational farm as the authority 
owns the site and are aware of the 
tenancy,” he said. 

The council says it needs to identify 
43 more pitches for gypsies and trav-

Sugar factory 
housing plan 
nearly ready 

PLANS for up to 300 homes on the site 
of the former sugar factory in Kidder¬ 
minster are to be submitted within 
days, it has been revealed. 

Proposals will be to redevelop part of the 
British Sugar site, which has been disused 
since the Stourport Road factory closed 
nearly a decade ago. 

It is hoped the scheme will boost interest 
in other parts of the site which have been 
allocated for business-use to bring new 
traders into the town. 

Talks have been taking place between 
developers the Cill Dara Partnership and 
Wyre Forest District Council over the 
details of the scheme for months. 

But bosses confirmed this week plans for 
the homes were on schedule to be submit¬ 
ted soon. They said a consultation period 
would then begin where residents and busi¬ 
nesses in the area would be able to have 
their say on the scheme. 

The site has been disused since opera¬ 
tions ceased in 2002 and the land was sold. 

It was hoped a business and education 
complex would be built but the scheme was 
hit by the economic downturn and it was 
feared the site would remain undeveloped.

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Murderer’s 
mother in 
fight over 
conviction 


A MOTHER from Stourport jailed for manslaughter after watching her 
son stab another man to death in a pre-arranged fight has appealed 
against her conviction. 

Tracy Carpenter, of Park Crescent, Stourport, was jailed for 11 years after 
being found guilty of the offence and a further charge of wounding. The 47-year- 
old appeared at London’s Criminal Appeal Court on September 20 in a bid to 
overturn her conviction and the length of her sentence. 


Judgement was reserved 
on the appeal and the deci¬ 
sion will given a later date 
still to be set. 

The court heard her son 
Joe Carpenter, from Kidder¬ 
minster, was 19 when he 
killed Shane Price, also 19, 
of Stourport, at Hartlebury 
Common in February 2009. 

The Carpenters and the 
Price family went to a pre¬ 
arranged meeting on 
Wilden Top car park to sort 
out problems over diesel, 
scrap metal and a 17-year- 
old girl fostered by the 
killer’s parents. 

Joe Carpenter admitted 
the murder of Mr Price and 
the wounding with intent of 
his mother, Eileen, at 
Worcester Crown Court last 
year and was jailed for life. 

Carpenter’s parents 
Tracy and Paul were each 
imprisoned for 11 years 
after being convicted of 
manslaughter. 

Tracy Carpenter was also 
found guilty of wounding

Eileen Price with intent. 
Her appeal was heard by 
Lord Justice Richards, Mr

They heard she had not 
forseen death or serious 
harm might result from the 
fight. 

Score 

The court heard the 
teenagers had arranged to 
settle a score. 

But the fight had gone 
tragically wrong when Joe 
Carpenter produced a knife.

Mr Rex Tedd, QC, 
addressing the Appeal Court 
on behalf of Tracy Carpen¬ 
ter, said the jury had not 
convicted her of having 
forseen that a deliberate 
stabbing would take place. 

He also argued that she 
ought to have been “con¬ 
victed of murder or nothing” 
on the facts and the correct 
application of the law. 

Lawyers for the prosecu¬ 
tion pointed out that her son 
had taken a knife to the fight 
and her husband had been 
armed with a machete.

Youth cafe fears for 
future as funds cut 


A YOUTH cafe in Bewdley which 
serves hundreds of teens faces 
imminent closure if it does not find 
thousands of pounds in funding. 

As the credit crunch continues to 
strike sponsors are pulling out and 
grants are drying up for the Bewdley 
Youth Cafe (BYC), which opened in 
2005. 

And with news that Worcestershire 
County Council is cutting funding for 
youth next April, from £2.4 million to 
just £1 million, volunteers at the cafe 
are worried there won’t be enough to 
cover their expanding services, which 
last year alone cost £70,000. 

The cutbacks will mean Wyre Forest 
District Council will only receive 
£270,000 for the entire area and with no 
specific budget set aside for youth serv¬ 
ices the BYC will become the sole 
provider across the entire district. 

Trustees are planning to bid for a 


large lump of the cash to ensure young¬ 
sters don’t miss out. 

Derek Killingworth, chairman of the 
BYC, which currently supports 500 
youngsters, said: ‘We must carry on 
this service for children across the dis¬ 
trict and we really do urge people to 
donate before it’s too late. 

“Every penny is so vital to us, every¬ 
one at the cafe has worked so hard to 
provide a high quality service for these 
youngsters and we don’t intend to let 
this be taken from us. 

Risk 

“The services we provide mount up 
and if we are to offer these to the entire 
area then we are going to need a lot 
more. 

“The young people like what we offer, 
it is a supportive unit where they can 
have fun, socialise, learn and develop, 
while dramatically reducing the risk of 
them loitering on the streets. We do

have some great supporters but it really 
is about getting even more local busi¬ 
ness and schools on board to ensure 
that the service continues to flourish. 

“These youngsters cannot be forgot¬ 
ten, it is a continuing battle for us but 
one that we will never stop fighting.” 

Eight volunteers at the centre 
provide a host of activities, free food and 
job advice, every school day and three 
evenings a week, to help combat anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

It is the support of groups including 


the Kidderminster and District Lions 
Club, which recently donated £100 of 
food vouchers, and Bewdley Civic 
Society, which donated £1,000 this 
week will help keep the cafe afloat and 
allow them to expand. 

Trustees at the BYC have already 
submitted 15 applications to local 
organisations to help with funding and 
are looking to approach even more.

Derelict pub to come down 
to make way for care home 


A DERELICT pub in Stourport is being 
demolished to make way for a care home. 

The New Manor has been empty for nearly 
two years, becoming a magnet for anti-social 
behaviour and fly-tipping. 

But now diggers are on the site in Minster Road - 
the main route into the town. The proposals by Stour- 
port-on-Severn Care for a 70-bed home are due to go 
before Wyre Forest District Council planners in 
November. The centre would provide nursing, resi¬ 
dential and dementia care. 

If the plan goes ahead, a private courtyard and 
landscaped garden would be built for residents. 

In a report submitted with the planning applica¬ 
tion, the firm said the site was chosen because it 
would provide a quiet home for the residents. 

But at the same time it was close enough to the 
town centre so those who were able to, could walk to 
the shops. 

Neighbouring residents and businesses have been

consulted on the plans and Stourport Town Council 
and the Commission for Social Care Inspection have 
been asked for their views. 

After the pub, run by Punch Taverns, shut in 2009, 


residents said drinkers had started to gather on the 
car park late at night and rubbish had been dumped 
around the site. 

Locals say the pub had become an embarrassment 
to the town which attracts thousands of tourists to its 
canal basins. 

John Fowler, aged 58, of Minster Road, lives near to 
the pub and said he was glad it was finally being 
demolished. 

He added: “Anyone driving past would look at it and 
think ‘what a mess’. It made the wrong impression 
before people had even reached the town centre.” 

He added: “We’ve had plenty of trouble with gangs 
and we hope this care home can be built as soon as 
possible.” 

Punch Taverns originally applied to build 24 homes 
on the site but withdrew the plans and sold the land. 

A date has not yet been set for the district council to 
decide whether to grant planning permission, but a 
target date of November 14 has been set.

These include The Governor (JW Lees), 
Ginger Beard (Wychwood), Horse Rustler 
(White Horse), Old Crafty Hen (Morland), 
Pudding Porter (Tring), Vapour Trail 
(Salopian) and Brother Rabbit (Thorn- 
bridge). 

Brewed 

The UK beers include those brewed for 
the first time exclusively for the festival, 
speciality beers with interesting ingredi¬ 
ents (including fruit, spices, honey) and 
beers no longer brewed, but resurrected for 
the festival. 

All the beers will be priced from £1.85 to 
£2.25 a pint. 

Customers will be able to sample any 
three of the beers in special third-of-a-pint 
glasses for the price of a pint. 

Ye Olde Crown manager Robert 
Deeming, said: “The festival will give 
people the opportunity to enjoy a superb 
selection of American beers not usually 
available in the UK, as well as wonderful 
beers brewed closer to home. 

“The festival promises to be great fun and 
I am certain that customers at Ye Olde 
Crown Inn will enjoy themselves.” 

Tasting notes on all of the beers will be 
available in the pubs.

Young people, in particular, think it will never happen to 


them. But it s very real.

She was referred to a skin 
specialist and the lump was 
removed last December — 
but it was not until Febru¬ 
ary that she was contacted 
to tell her the growth, meas¬ 
uring just over four millime¬ 
tres, had been malignant. 

Abiopsy later found it had 
spread to her lymph nodes, 
which then had to be 
removed in another opera¬ 
tion. A fundraising “golden 
oldies” disco recently took 
place at The Red Lion in 
Wordsley.

TVibutes to young 
chef killed in crash 


THE family of a 20-year-old man 
killed in a crash at Shatterford, 
near Kidderminster, have paid 
tribute to him. 

James Davies was on his way home 
from the Highwayman pub, Birming¬ 
ham Road, Shenstone, where he had 
worked as chef at the Toby Carvery for 
just over a year. 

He was described as a caring and 
fun-loving person who lived life to the 
full and would light up a room when¬ 
ever he walked in. Mr Davies died at 
just after 3am September 18 when the 
black Renault Twingo he was driving 
left the A442 as he headed towards 
Bridgnorth and hit trees after plung¬ 
ing down a steep embankment. 

Smile 

He was still wearing his seatbelt 
when found by police but officers were 
unable to resuscitate him. 

Mr Davies split his time between his 
mother and grandparents’ home in 
Quatford, near Bridgnorth, and his 
father Mark’s home in Hall Green, 
Birmingham. 

His mother Julie said: “He lived his 
life to the full, was fun-loving and 
always had a smile on his face. 

“He was only 20 but he jam-packed 
everything in. We have been touched 
by the hundreds of tributes to him on 
Facebook and I don’t know how we

would have coped without all the love 
and support of all James’ friends who 
have come round to comfort us. The 
response has been overwhelming. 

“Everyone has said they are going to 
miss his smile and personality. When 
he walked into a room it lit up. It’s not 
until something like this happens that 
you realise how many lives he has 
touched. We are absolutely devastated 


and our lives will never be the same 
again. It’s tragic.” 

She added that the family was mys¬ 
tified as to why James was apparently 
on the way to Quatford when he died 
as he normally headed for Hall Green 
after working at Shenstone on a Sat¬ 
urday night.” 

Mr Davies often stayed with his 
friend at the Sutton Coldfield home of 
his friend Michael Angelides. 

He said: “James was a bubbly 
person who always wanted to be 
around his friends and family. He had 
a caring and amazing personality and 
I don’t know anyone who didn’t like 
him after meeting him.” 

Offered 

At the age of 17 Mr Davies had hop¬ 
ed to serve in the Army with the 3rd 
Battalion the Mercian Regiment 
(Staffords) but was unable to continue 
training after suffering a serious 
soccer injury. 

After starting a BTEC public service 
course at Sutton Coldfield College, he 
was offered a job at the Parson and 
Clerk hotel restaurant in Streetly. 

He began training to be a chef there 
before being approached to work at 
the Highwayman where he passed a 
master carvery course and achieved 
an NVQ Level 2 catering qualification. 

He had been due to start a graphic 
design course at Solihull 
College last week. 

In his spare time he 
enjoyed dancing, fishing 
with his father and grandfa¬ 
ther on the Severn at Quat¬ 
ford and had also started 
golf lessons. 

His funeral will be held at 
Telford Crematorium in 
Woodhouse Lane, Red Hill, 
this Friday at 1.30pm.

There is a vast list of local places mentioned in 
his work, such as Far Forest, Mamble,Chaddes- 
ley Corbett, Pensax, Ribbesford, Romsley and St 
Kenelm’s Church. 

The paintings have been selected from an open 
competition.

trate the many aspects of Worcestershire found 
in his novels and poems. A new portrait of 
Francis Brett Young by John Hadley will be 
shown for the first time in Bewdley. 

Continuing with the theme, Saxon Murder 
Mystery — the story of St Kenelm is on show in 
the Severn Gallery Bewdley Museum, until 
November 13. The exhibition highlights the 
work of H R Wilson (1911-2006), who was born 
near the site of St Kenelm’s martyrdom.

Cows brought 
in to protect 
the heath land 


A RARE BREED of cattle has been temporarily 
moved to a Bewdley beauty spot to help keep down 
scrub, grass and brambles at the site. 

Around six cows, of the rare Shetland Cattle breed, have 
been introduced at Habberley Valley, near Bewdley, by 
Wyre Forest District Council to protect valuable heath 
land. The cattle will remain on site until October 10 and 
signs have been placed around the valley to ensure walkers 
using the site know they are there. 

It forms part of a partner¬ 
ship between Wyre Forest 
District Council, Worcester¬ 
shire Wildlife Trust and a 
local farmer. 

The cattle eat grass, bark, 
brambles and leaves which 
can overwhelm other vege¬ 
tation at the site if not kept 
in check. 

The animals also break 
down bracken with their 
hooves as they move around 
the site, according to 
experts. It is the way most 
lowland heath sites around 
the country are maintained 
but because the area is so 
small the animals are only 
there for a short time. 

Rangers 

Rangers for the site said 
the animals would be 
removed by the start of 
October as the valley is well- 
used during the half-term 
holiday periods. A similar 
scheme took place at the site 
last year despite complaints 
from some residents con¬ 
cerned it disrupted public 
access around the valley. 

Shetland Cattle are a tra¬ 
ditional rare breed with 
only just over 700 of the 
species still remaining. 

Office worker Mark 
Dobson, who often walks his 
dog around the valley, said: 
“There are a lot of signs up 
warning people the grazing 
is taking place and telling 
people not to let their dogs 
off the lead.”

UP TO 1,000 pupils and staff of a Stourbridge 
school turned out to reminisce about their 
time in the classroom, as it looks set to be 
demolished after standing for almost a 
century. 

The get-together for those who went to the old 
Longlands and Brook Street School was organised 
as the building, which until last month was used 
by Stourbridge College, is set to be sold off with a 
chance the site could be used for housing. 

The school first opened its doors in 1912 when it was 
known as Brook Street School. 

In July 1955 the school name was changed from Brook 
Street Secondary Modern School to Longlands County 
Secondary School with 680 pupils on the roll. 

An extension to the building which housed a gym and 
library was opened the next year. The establishment 
became known as Longlands School in 1976. 

It shut its doors in the early 1990s before being 
brought back into use by the college. 

However, the site closed for good last month with cre¬ 
ative arts staff and students transferring to a new 
£12million complex in Brierley Hill.

Make sure radiator pipes are properly 

DIG OUT your paintbrush and spruce 
up your radiators with the help of these 
top tips - it’s a lot cheaper than replac¬ 
ing them. 

You should only paint radiators when 
they’re turned off and cold. 

Sand any paint runs and other imper¬ 
fections on the radiator, scrub it with 
sugar-soap solution, then wash it off 
with clean water. Use a radiator primer 
if necessary. Most metal paints can be 
used on radiators, but heatproof radia¬ 
tor paint is best because it’s designed 
not to discolour. Standard white metal 
paint will yellow over time if used on 
radiators, due to the heat. Try Ronseal 


cold before you paint them Heatproof paint is best because it won’t discolour 


one coat radiator paint, from £7.98 for 
250ml, for a white gloss finish (no primer 
needed) and Hammerite quick dry radi¬ 
ator paint, from £9.99 for 500ml, for a 
white satin one, which both work well 
and dry relatively quickly. 

Radiator paint is available as both 
conventional and spray paint. Sprays 
are a good idea because they dry 
quickly and make getting a good finish 
relatively easy, as long as you avoid 
patchy spraying. 

They’re also good for touching up 
radiators, providing the colour’s the 
same. However, spray paint is messier 
than conventional paint and you could 


easily get through quite a few cans, 
which would be expensive. When using 
spray paint, take full safety precautions, 
including opening the window for venti¬ 
lation, wearing a respirator mask and 
masking off the area around the radia¬ 
tor. If you need to touch up the wall 
afterwards, a radiator roller enables you 
to get behind it. Try Dulux’s Easy Reach 
Mini Roller, £6.19. 

Again, it’s advisable to use radiator 
paint. Remember to use masking tape 
around the holes in the floor or wall, 
cover the floor with newspaper and be 
careful not to splatter paint as you work 
along the pipe with your brush. 


DIY problems solved by

Q: / find it hard to get a good finish 
using masking tape when painting - any 
advice? 

A: Low-tack masking tape is useful, 
especially if you’re applying it to an 
already painted surface. Alternatively, 
there’s FrogTape (www.frogtape.co.uk). 
It’s new to the latest Clas Ohlson cata¬ 
logue (£9.99, www.clasohlson.co.uk) 
and works really well. The good thing 
about Frogtape is that it’s treated with 
PaintBlock technology to stop paint 
bleeding through the tape, which is one 
of the problems with masking tape. You 
can leave it for up to 21 days on walls, 
wood, glass and metal, and it comes in 
a plastic tub. 


Q: I’ve been told that you have to 
bang nail heads down before sanding 
wooden floorboards. Why is this? 

A: Any protruding nails will break the 
sanding sheets on a floor sander, which 
are fiddly and expensive to replace. 
Don’t knock down the nails with a 
hammer, though, because you could 
dent the boards. You need a nail punch, 
such as the Stanley FatMax inter¬ 
changeable nail set, from £6.79. 

This consists of 0.8mm and 1,5mm 
interchanges tips, with an easy-to-use 
lock/change system and comfy grip to 
reduce slipping. You simply put the nail 
punch on top of the nail and hammer 
onto it, so you don’t damage the board. 


Q: / have textured ceilings in two of 
my bedrooms - can I do anything about 
them myself or will I have to get a plas¬ 
terer in? 

A: Try a product made for the job - 
Polycell smooth over for textured ceil¬ 
ings, £32.99 for 5ltr, and the smooth 
over tool set, £7.15, which consists of a 
special roller and smoothing tool. 

You start by removing the ends of the 
textured peaks with a scraper, then apply 
the paint with the roller, before smooth¬ 
ing it out with the tool. When you’ve fin¬ 
ished, leave to dry for 24 hours. You’ll 
have to get the hang of the technique, 
but once dry, sand out tramlines and 
your ceiling should look like new.

ON YOUR DOORSTEP 


How all the family can 
tackle a weighty problem 


A third of UK children are overweight 
or obese, and despite stark warnings 
about the effect on their health, the 
numbers continue to rise. 

As some parents of fat children seem 
to be turning a deaf ear to messages 
about the importance of tackling 
childhood obesity, the latest drive to 
address children’s weight problems is 
asking mums and dads to get involved 
too. 

As well as promoting healthy eating, 
obesity experts are encouraging mums 
and dads to get active with their kids to 
burn off the calories and get fit - but in 
a fun way. 

The MEND (Mind, Exercise, 
Nutrition...Do it!) organisation, which 
runs free healthy lifestyle programmes 
for children and families, stresses that 
being overweight during childhood 
increases the chances of developing 
serious health problems such as Type 2 
diabetes, coronary heart disease and 
certain types of cancer. 

Worry 

But Paul Sacher, co-founder and chief 
research officer at MEND, points out 
that research shows many parents don’t 
realise their child is overweight. 

“Parents often assume that they only 
need to worry when their child starts to 
look like the images of obesity portrayed 
in the media, which generally reflect very 
obese children. But with one in three 
children overweight or obese in the UK, 
it’s vital that parents are informed about 
their child’s weight status, so they can 
be referred to the right services.” 

He says families on MEND’s healthy 
lifestyle programmes are taught that 
small changes make a big difference - 
for example swapping white bread and 
pasta for wholemeal, and drinking six to 
eight glasses of water a day. 

Other small changes might include: 

I Try a new activity or exercise such as 
street dance or trampolining - and 
remember that short bursts of exercise 
throughout the day, like a riding a bike 
or playing tag, all count towards the

recommended hour’s exercise a day. 

I Go a little further and walk or cycle 
for an extra 20 minutes every day. 

I Get your five-a-day by setting 
yourself the challenge of including at 
least one serving of fruit and vegetables 
every time you or the kids eat. 

I Make sure the family has a filling and 
healthy breakfast, and swap low fibre or 
sugary cereals for wholegrain options 
like porridge or sugar-free muesli. 

Sacher says: “In these financially hard 
times, families are often worried that 
being active and healthy is going to 
break the bank, but going for a walk as 
a family or playing in the park is free, 
and just as good for your child as more 
expensive options." 

“These small changes can help 
families become fitter, healthier and 
happier for life without increasing the 
shopping bill.” 


The National Obesity Forum supports 
any initiative to get families to be more 
active and eat healthily - but its 
spokesman Tam Fry points out that the 
best way of tackling childhood obesity 
is by preventing it happening at a very 
young age, rather than having to tackle 
it as children get older. 

He suggests the best way of doing 
this is by incorporating exercise into 
children’s lives as soon as they can 
crawl or walk, as well as encouraging 
them to eat healthily. 

“Getting children active is just as 
important as getting them to eat well,” 
he says. 

“"Parents need to play with their 
children in an active way from a very 
early age. We’ve got to stop the obesity 
problem developing in the first place.”
